Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General

Section 1. (NEW) (Effective July 1, 2023) (a) For purposes of this
section, "school food service employee" means an individual employed

13 Sec. 2. (NEW) (Effective July 1, 2023) For the school year commencing
14 July 1, 2024, and each school year thereafter, each local and regional
15  board of education shall annually provide a copy of the guidelines and
16  best practices described in section 1 of this act to each school food
17  service employee employed by or pursuant to a contract with such

18  board who has regular, direct contact with students.
